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COULD TRUST 
NO CHINAMAN 


Miss Croucher of Boston Tells 
of Escape From Pekin. 


ALL FOREIGNERS IN TERROR. 


CANTONESE IN AS GREAT DAN- 
GER AS ARE OTHERS. 


No Reliance Can Be Put in Soldiers, 
and She Says That It Is a Mistake 
to Think the Uprising Against 
Missionaries Alone. 


NBW YORK, July 21.—The following 
graphic letter from Miss Miranda Croucher, 
an American missionary in Pekin, tells of 
the flight of nine missionaries from the 
doomed city and their escape to Tien Tsin. 

It is the latest private account of the 
Chinese uprising and has just been re- 
ceived by Miss Croucher’s relatives. Miss 
Croucher’s was evidently the last party to 
leave Pekin. She is a Boston woman and 
has been a Chinese missionary for some 
years. Her letter is dated at Tien Tsin, 
July 7, and she says: 

“Of course your hearts have all been 
stirred by the reports which the papers 
have given in the last few days. 

“When I was in Pekin at that time I 
never expected to be alive to write an- 
other letter to any one, but God has 
spared us thus far, but how much longer 
I do not know. 

“We had four days of busy conference 
work full of every kind of rumor and 
truth. The Christians from every mis- 
sion were flocking in great numbers with 
most dreadful tales of murder of men, 
women and children. There were large 
numbers of refugees in the A. B. C. F. 
M. compound. 

“The tales are terrible; I could not tell 
you half. There we were, all filled with 
horror by the news that two men, Mr. 
Robinson and Mr. Norman of the English 
mission, were assaulted by Boxers, The au- 
thorities would not protect; they were 
turned out of the yamen, and were in 
flight to a temple. Robinson was cut 
down, while Norman was taken for ran- 
som. He has since been killed. 

“A party of thirty Belgian engineers and 
fanilies on the new railroad below Pao 
Ting Fu left there with an escort of sol- 
diers, who deserted them, and they liter- 
ally fought their way through to Tien 
Tsin. Three died on the way, or rather 
were killed. : 

A party of Cossacks went out to avenge 
them and the leader was disembowled. 
The Amorican Presbyterians and. A. B. C. 
FE. M. ladies and our men are shut in Poa 
Ting Fu. We have not heard from them 
for forty-eight hours, and fear the worst. 
If Chinese soldiers do not protect them 


there is no hope for any of us. There ts 
no trust to be put in any of the soldiers; 
they say if the Boxers don't kill us they 
rill. 
“On Monday last a party of us, three 
ladies and six men, left Pekin for Tien 
Tsin. 

“We arrived at the station only to hear 
that the bridge was down, 30 miles away, 


and that one engine had gone out with an 
inspector to look at things. 

“We wired him and he sent the engine 
back. A train was made up and we went 
on, not knowing whether we could get 
through or not. 

“We found out afterward.that no en- 
gineer would take us, but that we went 
through without authority with only a fire- 
man. 

‘Our men were armed with three Mausers, 
pistols arid other firearms, and as We ap- 
proached the disturbed place they hung 
out of the windowe with arms cocked and 
ready for use, while we ladies kept still 
and out of sight. They did this as we passed 
three stations, 

“The stations had been hurned and an at- 
tempt made to burn the bridge. 

“We got into Tien Tain alive, 
every one scared to death about us, 
wires going back and forth, 
more stationg have been burned by Boxers 
and ho trains have gone through to Pekin.

SAYS DR. EDWARD C, RUNGE. 


TO JUDGE OF INSANITY. 


Superintendent of the Insane 
Asylum Has Decided Opin- 
ions About State Laws 
on Lunacy. 


In a recent article on ‘‘How to Deal With 
the Insane,” Dr. Edward C. Runge, super- 
intendent of the St. Louis Insane Asvium, 
enunciates some remarkable views relative 
to the state law, providing that persons ad- 
judged of unsound mind shall be entitled to 
trial by jury. 

Dr. Runge holds that a jury composed 
exclusively of laymen is entirely incompc- 
tent to sit im judgment on the mental status 
of their fellows. 

He believes that if there is a jury trial 
at all the law should be so amended so as 
l’urther,

St. Louis Committee Formed to Co-op- 
erate With Others in the 
United States.

to India $150,000, and has strong co-operating 
committees in Boston, Hartford, New 
Haven, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Washing- 
ton, Pittsburg, Indianapolis, San Francis.0 
and other. places. Its funds are sent by 
cable to the Americo-Indian Relief Com- 
mittee, of which United States ¢ onsul Wil- 
liam H. Fee at Bombay is chairman and 
Robert A. Hume executive secretary. | 

Mr. Greene stated that a cabie from In- 
dia had just been received saying that the 
present was the most critical period in the 
relief effort.

Dr. Runge proceeds to criticize the ad-

The medical standpoint is in- 
ward, it is physiological, M sees nothing 
but disease—derangement—and from its 
knowledge of its causes attempts a cure. 
The legal aspect is outward—the law deal- 
ing with people in their relation to society— 
it looks not at a man’s condition, physical, 
intellectual. religious or fanatical, but at 
the actual behavior of the man under those 
conditions, Destitution, ignorance, reli- 
gious fanaticism or acute bodily pain may 
be conditions under which a man may be 
irresistibly led into the commission of a 
crime, but the law will not anticipate a 
criminal! act, nor will it deprive any person 
of his liberty or property without very 
clear proof, not that such person is labor- 
ing under certain conditions that may lead 
him to break the laws of society, but that 
his condition is such as to make him a 
present danger to himself or others or ren- 
der him wholly incapable of managing his 
property or affairs.’’ 

Mr. Robbing quotes extensively from the 
decision of the courts on this question and 
directs attention to the statement of Justics 
Shiras of Pennsylvania that “imprisonment 
is none the less a wrong because the place 
of confinement is a palace,” 

Moreover he says: “‘The phyeician sees in 
the insane person a derangem«s nt of phyv- 
sical conditions, which. with commendable 
enthusiasm, he would correct or alleviate, 
and calls upon the strong arm of the law 
to compel the man to submit himsa'f f 
treatment. The law holds back. The 
mand smacks too much of paternalis.n. 
is not to cure a man of insanity that 
law confines him to an asylum, but to ; 
tect society. It mav be within the provi 
of the state to provide for the physical] ame 
mental welfare of its citizens. but it j 
tainly not within its just powers to 
them to take advantage of its bounty. nor 
to sacrifice their liberty for any cause what. 
soever except as punishment for nast ofe- 
fenses or tm protect itself from a present 
danger, and then only after due notire. aq 
fair hearing and@ a trial by jury.”

The witness was crying. He took his 
handkerchief from his pocket und wiped his 
eyes. 

“Do you cry that way over your own <ela- 
tives?’’ asked the attorney. 

‘‘Yes, I do,’ said the witness. 

The following, which was brought out in 
evidence, was written to the pension dcpart- 
ment in Jester’s own handwriting in his ap- 
plication for a pension: 

‘About the last of February or the first 
day of March, 1892, at my residence in Nor- 
man, O. T., I was attacked with a violent 
fit of coughing, and in the midst of the 
coughing the rupture occurred. At .he time 
no one was present, but the members cf my 
family, and as I considered it a delicate 
subject the fact was not mentioned cutside 
of my family for at least a year after the 
occurrence. For that reason I am unable 
to furnish the affidavits of witnesses show- 
ing under what circumstances vhe trouble 
was incurred.”’ 

This was sworn to June 14, 1897. 

Jester is on the sick list this morning. Just 
before going tnto court today he walked 
over to the drug store near the courthouse 
and took a dose of medicine.

With this witness court adjourned until 
next Monday, when it is expected the estate 
will rest its case.

DEBATING SOCIETIES IN WAR. 


The cabled dispatch from Mr. Frederick Palmer, the special 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, published Saturday, 
makes it clear that the heavy losses of the allies at Tien 
Tsin were due to lack of coherence and harmony of purpose 
among the commanders. Col. Liscum lost his life, probably 
because of the haphazard tactics and confusion of orders 
resulting from mutual misunderstanding. 

It needs no Macaulay to convince the plainest man that 
an army cannot be successfully directed by a debating so- 
ciety. Commanders may hold councils of war and agree upon 
a plan of action, but the execution-of it necessarily devolves 
upon one mind having authority to guide the movements of 
troops to a common end, and, if expedient, to alter or entirely 
change the scheme. 

At Tien Tsin there seemed to be no head. 
appears to have “gone in’ in pursuance 
agreement. The allies did not support each 
and with precision. Everything was at loose 
Japanese, British and Americans throwing 
mell against an almost impregnable position. 

The need in China is a commander... His nationality does 
not matter.

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* UNENLIGHTENED ORIENTAL WOMEN. 


Madame Wu, wife of the Chinese Minister at Washington, 
has been writing articles for the magazines extolling the 
women of China. She says that Chinese women are en- 
gaged wholly with their children. They take no part in public 
affairs, have no clubs or outings, but keep within doors and, 
except in the family relation, never mingle with the other 
Bex. 

This is probably the cause of half the trouble with China, 
as it is with Turkey and other Oriental countries. Madame 
Wu assures us that the Chinese honor and care for their 
women folks. But if women are kept in ignorance, every- 
thing will go wrong, because the woman’s influence is ex- 
erted, whether she knows how it should be used or not. 

A South Amierican writer was making much the same boast 
regarding the women of that continent a few days ago. They 
are kept secluded and expected to confine themselves to 
household matters entirely. No doubt the frequent revolu- 
tions there are due in large measure to this fact. 

As a chain is only as strong as its weakest link, so may 
the intelligence and civilization of a country be measured 
by the condition of its women.

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KEEP YOUR GARBAGE PURE. 


In Thursday's Post-Dispatch was a statement of the cost 
of garbage removal in 1891 and 1900. 

In the year ending April, 1891, the cost to the city was 
$25,123. In the year ending April, 1900, the cost was $192,900. 

Yet the garbage is not satisfactorily collected. Complaints 
are received daily of failure to remove the stuff. 

Acording to the contract the collector of garbage receives 
$10,600 a month. Last year he was paid $127,000. For “render. 
ing” it another contractor—practically the same individual 
operating under another name—was paid $66,700. 

Gince the first contract—the more important—does not ex- 
pire until 1908 there is little hope of relief. The contractor 
has the city at his mercy, for, of course, it is contrary to al! 
precedent to cxpect a private interest to pay special regard 
to the public welfare, no matter what the terms of the con- 
tract may be. 

In the ciroumstances the Health Commissioner’s circular 
is timely and well justified. The contractor must be treated 
with special 
bage that has dirt, sawdust, glase or other foreign sub- 
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stances mixed with it, and it must be placed in receptacles 
accessible to the cart drivers. 

Citizens, therefore, should keep their garbage pure. For- 
eign substances mustn’t be mixed with it. The popular no- 
tion that garbage is a mixed pickle composed entirely of 
foreign substances is incorrect. 

In the interest of the pubiic health it is to be hoped that 
everybody will comply with the Health Commissioner's re- 
quest. 
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Boer Trustee Pierce says: ‘‘The Boers are.as determined to- 
day as they ever were that they will gain their independence 
from British rule, and everything points in that direction.

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* On the above quoted constitutional! pro- 
vision rests the power of the state to tax 
franchises. 

It is argued by the attorneys of fran- 
chised corporations that the legislation 
necessary to carry this constitutional pro- 
vision into effect has not been enacted; 
that the statutes bearing upon the subject 
4o not specifically designate franchises as 
chosen subjects of taxation and that these 
statutes must be construed strictly and 
without reference to the general revenue 
laws of the state. 

This was the burden of Judge Priest's 
argument before the state board of equali- 
zation last Monday. 

Judge Priest claimed that since the state 
had not specifically mentioned franchises in 
the statutes it followed that there was no 
intent to exercise the power granted in 
the above quoted article of the constitu- 
tion. ; 

In support of his position sections 9363, 
9354 and 9355 of the Reviser Statutes of 
Missouri were quoted. 

Section 9353 provides that street railroad 
companies shall furnish the state auditor 
a sworn statement setting out in detail the 
full length of the line, double and single 
track, the length of line located on real 
estate to which the company may have 
title as right-of-way, the length located on 
public streets, together with all cars, mo- 
tors, grip cars, live stock, electric trolley 
wires, cables, cable conduits, power houses, 
siables and all other property, real, per- 
sonal or mixed. 

Section 9354 provides that the property so 
returned shall be subject to taxation for 
state, county, municipal and other purposes 
to the same extent as the real and personal 
property of private persons. 

The design of these two sections !s stated 
in the following section, 9855: It being the 
purpose to make the property of street rail- 
roads in cities assessable and taxable in the 
same manner which is now, or may here- 
after be, provided by law for the assess- 
ment and taxation of other railroad prop- 
erty. 

In 1899 the board assessed the property 
of the street railroads as returned to the 
state auditor under the provisions of the 
above quoted section, 9353. After fixing the 
valuation of all the cars, cables, power- 
houses, etc., the franchise value was added 
under the head “‘all other property,” as pro- 
vided, the board estimating the value from 
the data they could gather from market 
quotations, dividends, reported earning 
power, etc. 

By this method the assessment of the St. 
Louis street railway companies was raised 
from $7,304,504 to $18,000,000 in 1899. Estimates 
based upon market quotations and .fficial 
reports show that this year the St. Louis 
Transit Co. is earning 5 per cent on from 
$60,000,000 to $65,000,000. Following the rule 
of 1899 the assessment in 1900 should there- 
fore be about $28,000,000, which would include 
the franchise value. 

The question which membérs of the board 
seem to be considering this year is not the 
justice, expediency or legality of franchise 
taxation but the form. of assessment, And 
herein is the trap. Franchise taxation which 
was thought to be an accomplisned fact is 
threatened with defeat. 

If the board follows the rule of 1899 and 
taxes franchises under the head of all other 
property the end will be accomplished easily 
and lawfully. Assuming that :alues will be

various localities. The only doubt that this 
rule will be followed is suggested by the 
technical scruples of lawyers. 

It is said that the matter should be put 
beyond doubt by reference to the courts. If 
the statutes do not support the taxation of 
franchises let the Supreme “ourt say 80. 
Then the Legislature can be appealed to to 
frame a law which will tax them. 

Attorney-General Crow maintains that 
there is ample authority in the statutes 
to tax the franchises and that the form is 
immaterial. They may be taxed as fran- 
chises in terms or under cover of all other 
property. The weakness of this position 
is that if taxed*as all other property there 
will be no contest. If taxed as franchises 
the companies will take the question into 
the courts and hang it up indefinitely, the 
state meanwhile being deprived of revenue 
amounting to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

But Attorney-General Crow is inclined to 
the latter mode of assessment. He thinks 
franchises should be assessed as such so 
that the matter can be settled definitely. 

Just what 1s to be gained by inviting 
litigation at the cost of revenue is not 
clear. The whole qué@stion, which is one 
of mode only, is in the discretion of the 
board. This is admitted. The question: 
“Why then surrender what is assured, and 
deprive the state and city of much revenue 
merely for the, sake of perfection of legal 
technique?” is not answered. 

Section 2 of Article’10 of the constitution 
of Missouri provides that ‘‘the power to tax 
corporations and corporate power shall not 
be surrendered or suspended by the gen- 
eral assembly.”’ 

Section 4 of the same article provides 
that ‘“‘all property subject to taxation shall 
be taxed in proportion to its value.” 

Section 9115 of the revised statutes pro- 
vides that “taxes shall be levied on all 
property, real and personal.’’ Section 9119 
indicates certain exemptions, such as pub- 
lic buildings, the property of the United 
States and municipalities, buildings dedi- 
cated to religious worship, etc. 

The term property is defined to 
and include every tangible or intangible 
thing, being the subject of ownership 
nos animate or inanimate, real or per- 
sonal.”’ 

The Supreme Court of the United States 

has passed on this very franchise tax 
question in terms which leave no room 
for doubt either as to the power of the 
state, or as it would seem, of the discretion 
of the board. 
_In the case of Adams Express Co. vs. 
Ohio, the federal Supreme Court decided 
“that in the complex civilization of today a 
large portion of the wealth of a community 
consists of intangible property, and there is 
nothing in the nature of things or in the lim- 
itations of the federal constitution which 
restrains a state from taxing such ‘ntangi- 
ble property at its real value, and whenever 
separate articles of tangible property are 
joined together, not simply by a unity of 
ownership, but in a unity of use, there is not 
unfrequently developed a property, intangi- 
ble though it may be, which in value exceeds 
the aggregate of the value of the separate 
pleces of tangible property. 

“‘And whatever property ‘s worth for the 
purposes of income and sale, it is worth for 
the purposes of taxation, and that the capi- 
tal stock of a corporation and the shares 
in a joint stock company represent not its 
tangible property but also its intangtble 
property, including all corporate franchises 
and all contracts, priivleges and good will.’’

Denies That Oom Paul 
Paid Him a Cent. 


FURTHER EXPLAINS HIS STAND, 


SIGHT OF CHILDREN IN THE 
TRENCHES AFFECTED HIM. 


He Is Not With the Democratic Party 
Simply on the Boer Question, He 
Says, but He Is an Anti- 
Imperialist. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 21.—Webetes . 
Davis denounces as falsehoods stories to tite 
effect that Oom Paul Kruger has pald him 
money for working up a Boer sentiment in 
America. Mr, Davis said to your corre- 
spondent: 

“The idea that Kruger is paying me to 
work up sentiment for the Boers in this 
country is ridiculous. I will call anyone a 
liar who makes such a statement. Kruger’s 
fortune, land and all, Is not worth $10,000. 

“The financial condition of the Transvaal 
government is pitiable. Why, at one time 
when I was there, there was only $3.7 in 
the government treasury. They had bar 
gold and silver, to be sure, but it was 
valueless to them at the time, as the gov- 
ernment mints were not in operation, while 
it was impossible to get the precious metal 
on other markets—mark me, I say right et 
that period. 

“I have stated before and I state again 
that my sympathy for the Boers is actuated 
oy love of liberty and justice. I love the 
Boers, for they are making a grand strug- 
gle for liberty. I hate the English, because 
they are oppressors of the poor and weak. 
The more I saw of the Boers the greater 
was my hate for Great Britain.’’ 

Mr. Davis has a fine collection of phote 
graphs of actual scenes of the war, taken 
while"he was in South Africa. Taking one 
‘f these pictures he showed it to the cor- 
respondent and said: “Look at that picture 
and then see where your sympathies lie.” 

The picture showed a regiment of the 
Boer army in the trenches. Women and 
small boys could be plainly seen fighting 
beside the men. 

“Look at that little fellow,” sald Mr. 
Davis. He put his index finger on a figure 
in the picture. It was that of a boy 0 
years old. “Doesn't he seem interested 
in his work?” he asked. “That's patriot- 
ism for you.” 


The youngster was lying in the trench, 
ilongside of a man of & years. In his 
hand he held a rifle and he was taking de- 
iiberate aim at the enemy when the kodak 
snapped him. There are certainly few eol- 


diers of his age outside of the Transvaal 
Republic. 


Mr. Davis says he does not stand for the 


Democratic party on the Boer proposition 
alone. “There are other planks in that 
olatform that interest me,” he said. “ 
am «a Uinst trusts; I am against Mark 
Hanna. I detest them both. Furthermore, 


, am not an imperialist and never have 
been. 


Mr. Davis brought out a copy of the 
Washington Star, dated June 1, 18% It 
contained a copy of his celebrated Gettys- 
burg speech, delivered on Decoration Day, 
i898. It was at this time that American 
soldiers were going to the front rapidly, 
and the Spanish-American war was looked 
upon as a serious proposition. That specch 
that Davis made was an administration 
speech, so he says. It had the indorsement 
of President McKinley, who read it before 
it was delivered on the historic battle- 
ground. The’President was amoung -those 
who heard and applauded it. 

Mr. Davis called attention to these facts, 
and then pointed out one section of that 
speech. He was referring to the departure 
of the American soldiers for Cuba and 
said: “O, let us hope that they will soon 
return, wearing the laurel of liberty, to 
hear the rapturous plaudits of a grateful 
people. ' They have gone forth in-.a holy 
war. Not a war of conquest, not a war 
tor the acquisition’ of territory, not 
a war for plunder, but a war of 
mercy—a war for the deliverunce of 
a starving people at the hands of a 
selfish, cruel and barbarous nation—a na- 
tion whose pathway through centuries has 
been marked by rapine, treachery, cruelty 
and murder. A war impelled by civilization 
and kumanity. 

“A higher ground for war could not be 
conceived. If, by it, the world is persuaded 
that human justice, sweet liberty 
eternal rights are more sacred than €m- 
pire or sovereignty, the precicus lives lost, 
the bitter tears shed, the loving hearts 
broken, the youthful careers blasted, the 
fruitful commerce destroyed and the untoid - 
milliors expended will not have been in 
vain.”’ 

“That would indicate,” sald Davis, “that 

I was not an imperialist in 1598, and, 
furthermore, that speech had the indorse- 
inent of Mr. McKinley. We didn’t nave 
the Philippines, and the President hadn't 
heen told that we wanted to keep them 
at that time. He received his Instructions 
later. I like McKinley. He is sincere and 
honest. He means well, but he ts not al- 
‘owe l to think for himself. I believe that 
McKinley sympathizers with the Boers, but 
his nanas are tied.”

The countess is the second daughter of the 
late James H. Britton, who was mayor 
of this city in the late seventies. His resi- 
dence was in Benton place, opposite Latfay- 
ette park, and was a favorite resort of the 
young society set of that day. Miss Sally 


Britton, the second daughter, was educated 
at a Catholic convent at Nazareth, Ky., and 
after her graduation becae a very popular 
girl in the most exclusive circles here. The 
beaux of that day still grew enthusiastic in 
describing her beauty. They remember her 
as a stately girl of med ium height with a 
well-rounded figure, pale blond hair and lus- 
trous dark eyes. 

Miss Britton had many admirers among 
the local gallants, but she gave her hand to 
James Mackin, an Dastern man. At the 
time that he woed and won her he was 
treasurer of the state of New York. It is 
recalled by those ‘tin the swim” at that 
time that she was married in 1878 on the 
same day that Miss Ella Fletcher, daughter 
of the late Governor Fletcher, became the 
bride of Perry Bartholow, a well-known 
St. Louis man who was a captain in Sheriff 
Pohiman’s late posse organization. The 
Mackin-Britton wedding occurred in the af- 
ternoon and the Bartholow-Fletcher nup- 
tials were solemnized in the evening, and 
the soc ie ly pe ople were kept busy that day 
“taking in” both functions. 

After her marriage, Mrs. Mackin settled 
down in Albany with her husband, and when 
his term expired they went to Europe and 
spent many years in foréign travel, he being 
&@ very wealthy man. They returned occa- 
sionally to this country, but spent most 
Of their time abroad. During their travels 
Mrs. Mackin was presented at the courts of 
Kurope and met distinguished foreigners 
and titled Europeans in great numbers, the 
names and social conditions cf whom are 
noted at much length in her book. 

In 1887 Mr. Mackin died. Later his widow 
decided to take up her permanent residence 
abroad. Again she traveled about the con- 
tinent. This time Rome was included in her 
itinerary, and while in the Eternal City she 
was received into the Catholic church, to- 
ward which she had always leaned since her 
girlhood days in the Kentucky convent. 

It was in 1891, after Mrs. Mackin had set- 
tled down in Paris, that her book was pub- 
lished jointly in New York and London. It 
is a unique creation from a l'terary stand- 
point. The book is: filled with names of 
prominent personages, photographs of many 
titled foreigners and some interesting notes 
about the social features of the foreign cap- 
itals. Probably the most notable thing about 
the book is the way it describes the social 
triumphs of the author from the impress 
she made on St. Louls society when in her 
teens to the marked attentions and cour- 
tesies she received by the wholesale from 
European dignitaries. 

Some of her references to her life in St. 
Louis are worth reproducing. 

In the opening chapter she tells what a sad 
failure she made of her first venture into 
society. She had just returned from the 


convent and her brother was just back from 


ee ae 


Yale. 
a home 


Both were asked to a reception at 
just across the street in Benton 
place. It was the first time, she writes, 
that she had ever been garbed decollete 
and when she entered the brilliant ballroom 
it all seemed so strange to her that she 
“turned and fled and did not stop until she 
had safely barricaded herself in her own 
chamber, much to the discomfiture of her 
big brother.’’ 

That she viewed society functions in quite 
a different light is evident from her descrip- 
tion of her experiences in connection with 
the visit of the Grand Duke Alexis of Rus- 
sia here only a year or so later—in 1871. A 
ball was given the grand duke at the South- 
ern Hotel. In reciting the story of this 
ball, the countess says: 

“The first person he asked to dance with 
him was my sister, now ‘Mrs. John L. Nisbit 
of Yonkers, then the prettiest girl in St. 
Louis; the second, Miss Blow, who later 
became the wife of the Baron de Smernoff 
and then myself.’’ 

She explains that ehe and the grand duke 
did not get along well together in the dance 
and were about to give up the attempt, 
when the march announcing supper was 
heard. The titled Russian asked her to ac- 
company him to supper and she accepted. 

‘“‘As is always the case,’’ she writes, ‘“‘his 
imperial highness placed me at the head 
of the line. But we were interrupted by 
the mayor, who informed as that the of- 
ficial program must be carried out. His 
imperial highness refused to resign me, how- 
ever, and so lI had, by his favor, the coveted 
first honor of being handed in by him to 
supper.”’ 

Later in the same chapter, 
tells of the return of the 
to this city and then writes: 

“The Home Circle,”’ a club resembling 
the Patriarchs of New York, invited his 
imperial highness to be their guest at 
one of their subscription balls. His an- 
swer was that his acceptance depended 
upon his assurance of my presence. The 
President ealled on my father, who per- 
mitted my attendance. This was communi- 
cated to his royal imperial highness, but 
he refused to quit his apartments the 
the Wall until assured of my 
Had I been coy, I hesitate to 
say what might have happened. But, 
as it was, I was radiantly happy.” 

In another chapter, the countess tells 
of a trip out West with the Eads, Lion- 
berger and Allen families of St. Louis and 
a large hunting party where she met 
Buffalo Bill. Later she tells of meeting 
him again in Paris and rising considerably 
in the estimation of titled foreigners by be- 
ing able to introduce them to the hero 
of the plains. 

An interesting chapter is devoted to Sam- 
uel J. Tilden. Her father was mayor of 
St. Louis at_the time the convention which 
nominated Tilden was held here and she 
met him several times. She says he made 
her promise to deliver the State of Mis- 
souri to him when the voting time came. 
And, though Gov. Hardin was a Hen- 
dricks man, she says, that when the cru- 
cial moment arrived he delighted her by 
changing the vote of Missouri from Hen- 
dricks to Tilden.

For that reason, it is hoping that 
citizens of St. Louis will understand 
appreciate that the time now being lost on 
eccount of the heated season must be made 
uy by energetic efforts when the cooler 
Weather of the fali comes on and tnose 
business men, who have jiled to the sea- 
shore for the summer, return to the city. 

Everybody is, therefore, advisei to talk 
up the celebration on every reasonat!le oc- 
casion so that there will be no danger of 
the enthusiasm for the movement abating. 
If the interest is kept warm, the membLers 
of the committee believe that they will 
have little trouble in securing subscriptions 
for the balance of the fund, and thac the 
suspension of the task of soiciting sub- 
scriptions will prove beneficial. 

Great results are expected from the volun- 
tary increase of subscriptions. Acting Chair- 
man Hutting of the finance cominittee and 
Secretary Cox said last night that, during 
the week just closing. several subscribers 
had formally notified them that they had 
decided to make large increases in their 
subscriptions, and authorized the making 
of minutes on the committee’s records to 
that effect. Reports from the group chaie- 
man also show many voluntary promises 
of increases. In view of the fact that so 
many subscribers feel themselves called 
upon to add to the sums first sehadiats i by 
them without solicitation, the comnaittee 
thinks it has a right to fee J cheerful over tne 
outlook since the increase will multiply 
itself many times as soon as the soliciting 
committees get to work. 

If the public will keep up the enthusiasm 
by talking the movement in spite of the 
warm weather, the committee Says it is will- 
ing to agree to raise the balance of the 
$5,000,000 easily within the time it is pledged 
to raise it. The transportation interests of 
the city are expected to contribute at least 
one-third, and probably one-half, of the 
desired amount. It is regarded as an easy 
task to secure the remainder with the 
interest keyed up to the proper pitch. The 
increased subscriptions will be a large fac- 
tor, but there are many business enter- 
prises in St. Louis that have not yet sub- 
scribed to the fund. They are expected 
to do their part. Much is expected, too, 
from the real estate owners, from whom 
at last, Chairman Huttig says, definite 
promises of large subscriptions have been 
received. 

That the plans of St. Louis and the whole 
country to celebrate have reached beyond 
the seas and have made a profound impres- 
sion is demonstrated by an application for 
space received by Chairman Francis of the 
executive committee from one of the largest 
exbibitors at the Paris Exposition. Pro- 
posed exhibitors have written from Greece 
Turkey, Germany and England, inquiring 
when space will be allotted. The answer in 
each instance is that the present committees 
are only empowered to take subscriptions, 
and that space cannot be considered until 
the place of the Fair shall be selected.

Postoffice Inspector McKee, Formerly 
of St. Louis, Says They Are 
Honest and Intelligent. 


Postoffice Inspector Edward lL. McKee, 
formerly of the St Louis division, who is 
now stationed in Porto Rico, has written 
a letter to (Chief Postoffice Inspector Dice, 
detailing experiences while touring 
Unele Sam’s néw possessions.

QUALITY of political rights for the two sexes is as firmly fixed 
in the fundamental law and in the minds of all the people of 
Wyoming as any institution can be fixed in an American state. 

After a close observation for all these years, I have no. hesitation in 
saying that I have failed to 
see any disadvantage what- 
ever arising from women ex- 

a m ercising the right of suffrage 
‘ and full political § rights 
They show as marked abil- 
ity, as discriminating a 
sense of duty in the exercise 
of their political rights as 
do their fathers, husbands or 
brothers. They have sought 
office to a very limited ex- 
tent, yet they exercise their 
right of suffrage as generally 
and as intelligently as do the 
men of the state. They have 
filled many places of respon- 
sibility, some elective, others 
appointive. The possession 
of political rights has 
opened many places of em- 
ployment to Women which 
otherwise would be closed. 
Wyoming has a mag- 
nificent school system, and 
the public schools may be 
said to be in the control of 
the women of the state. The most of the teachers are women. The 
majority of those ‘who go to school meetings are women. The super- 
intendent of public instruction of the state is a woman.

He 
said to the comrade nearest him, “When we are ordered into action, 
if I start to run away, shoot me. Promise me that you will!” 

His friend answered, ‘““Make me the same promise, for I am in the 
game condition.” 

After awhile the smoke blew away, and they conld see, on a hill 
opposite, other reserves, including the Eighteenth Indiana. Presently 
the (flier reserves were ordered down, and the major cried, ‘“Loys, 
there goes the Eighteenth Indiana into the fight!” 

It was a magnificent sight. Down they came, like one man, till 
the niasked batteries opened fire on them. The grape and canister 
tore through them, mowing great swaths. On they went, keeping step 
and time, making their way around great mounds of dead. And the 
Twentieth Indiana watched tn agony the slaughter of their comrades 
and friends, and the major cried, “O, God!

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HOW TO ESCAPE WHE 


By Hugh Bonner, Former Chief of the New York’ Fire 
Department. 

HiLE euch a frightful fire catastrophe as the North German 

Lievd pier has never before happened, the loss of life from 

fire in New York every year is greatly in disproportion 

to the population and the laws of chance. There are several reasons 

why it Is so, but there is no reason why it should not be greatly re- 
duced 

The climate of this eountry and our methods of heating buildings 
cry them out and make tinder of them. We do not fireproof our »uild- 
ines af we should. It is also a fact that we use more timber and less 
brick and stone than they do in London and Paris. 

The overcrowding of tenements and the nature of the tenants, 
main!ly immigrants from ihurope, is another cause of loss of life by fire. 
They endanger their obstructing the fire escapes provided for 
ticim with tubs, ice boxes, mattresses and other domestic impedimenta. 

Nearly a n mement-house fires start in the cellars, generally 
in coa’' and wood bins. to one of which each tenant is entitled. These 
bins are used for storage, are oft tilled with rags, old mattresses and 
EGispvidated furniture. Lhe s are inclosed and generally locked, while 

eelars are open and no! perly guarded, so that they may be

Many of the tenement-house fires in New York are the result of 
arson. Between the years isso and 1890 New York had an epidemic of 
arson, the result of @ conspiracy to burn tenement houses for the in- 
BSurance on them. The leaders were discovered, convicted and sent to 
the penitentiary to serve long terms of imprisonment, and the Toa 
Was stopped for several years, 

It is seldom that those who lose their lives in tenement house 3) 
@re actually burned to death. They are suffocated by smoke, which is 
Geadlier than flame. The cellars and the construction of the houses 
@re largely responsible. When a fire starts in a cellar the smoke as- 
cende by cellar stairs and by the airehafts to the roof. Finding no 
@krees, it Gathers and then forces itself downward floor by floor, enter- 
Ing apartments through vupen doors or through transoms and fanlights, 
This gmoke is Tull of dangerous gaeet caused by the combustion of 
rags, straw, yellow pine and varnish If the tenants keep their doors 
closed and leave the buliding by way of the fire escapes they are gen- 
erally unharmed, but they endanger their Hves by entering the halls. 
One of the most dangerous smokes encountered in tenement house fires 
con.ek from burning sait meadow grass, which is used in packing. This 
emoke i# practically traneparent, but it is full of deadiy gases. 

The lors of life in tenement fires in New York would be appalling 
were it not for the fire eercape The enforcement of the flre-escape 
laws ts only fairly goou, but fire escapes in themselves do not pre- 
vent or minimize fires There is a law that forbids the encumbering 
of five escapes, but it would take an army of tnspectors to prevent 
this. Many women refuse to trust themeelves and their children on 
the narrow perpendicular lad@ers, and stay tn their rooms or rush 
ts thé emocke-filed halle Fire escapes would be more efficient if built 
slanting instead of perpendicular, with steps, the tread of which should 
be four Inches wile, and with hand rails on either side. The openings 
tn the platforms at each, foor should be alternately at each end of the 
piatforina ani they should be kept absolutely unobstructed. 

“oneedins most of the tenement fires start in cellars, it is 
tnerefere oelyyious that ihe dangerous cellars should be shut off from 
the rest of the house as much as poesible.

I do not think that buildings erected on 25x100 feet plots of ground 
can be made absolutely fireproof and return a profit to the owner. The 
law compels the owner to use only 65 per cent of his plot for his build- 
ing, setting aside 35 per ce for airshafts and yards. When iron and 
other flreproofing material was cheaper than it is now the additional 
cost to make a building practically fireproof was 25 per cent; now I be- 


found impossible to trace to a cause, and considering that insanity is 
greatly on the increase, according to the statistics of a most reliable 
authority, it being shown that “while the population of America has 
increased 100 per cent insanity has Increased 600 per cent.” This being 
the case, there must be a large percentage of those who are on the

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Of the city of Tien Tsin, recently captured 
by the allied powers, Miss Scidmore says: 

“Tien Tsin’s sights and shops are few and 
small compared with Pekin’s, and its spe- 
cialties are not many. Its position at the 
head of the Grand Canal made it for cen- 
the greatest market and exchanges 
where the Mongul horse breeders and the 
camel trains from the north brought their 
products to barter for those of the south. 
All tribute rice from the southern prov- 
inces once passed in endlees lines of red 
junks up the canal and the river to the 
imperial granaries beside the walls of Pe- 
kin, but that tribute has nearly all been 
compounded now, and with the silting up 
of the canal and its invasion by the floods 
of the Yellow river the great traffic of the 
south has been diverted to coasting steam- 
ehips. 

It carries one back and away from the 
modern world to meet the caravans that 
still come to Tien Tsin bringing wool, hides, 
gre and furs from Mongoiia, the soft- 
footed, shaggy camels from Central Asla 
trading and swaying in single file beside the 
telegraph and railway track. The great tea 

iravens start from the river bank, each 
camel loaded with baskets of brick tea, 
and bis slow tread rivals the pace of the 
coolles of the cargo boats who haul brick 
tea up the river to Tung-Chow, where the 
baskets are loaded on camels for their 
siow transit to the heart of the continent. 

“The great shag of the camel's wool is 
shed and clipped in the scorching summers, 
and many weavers eupply the so-called Tie 
sin rugs for all China and the Far Kast.

of Luzon. Following is his letter: 


By Courtland B. Van Sickler. 
ORANI, P. I., May 29, 1900. 
H ERP ie an account of the doings of 


Cowie, beter B. VAN SICKLER, 


the Thirty-second United States Vol- 
unteers, Company H, of which I am 

a member, together with Companies B and 

I. We left Frisco on the Sheridan on Oct. 1, 

making the trip from Frisco to Manila fn 

24 days and 8 hours, but counting the time 

spent in Honolulu (three days) the entire 

trip lasted 27 days—the quickest time yet 
made by a government transport, 

The stop at Honolulu was a very pleas- 
ant one, for it enabled the boys to see one 
of Uncle Sam’s new possessions and to re- 
cuperate from a very disagreeable attack 
of seagsickness, with which almost every- 
one was afflicted. It was also the first view 
of a tropical country for the majority of 
the boys, but quite a number had been to 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 

We arrived at Manila Bay Oct. 27 and 
cast anchor just outside of Manila at 10 a. 
m. We disembarked on the 28th and were 
quartered in Manila till Nov. 1, when we 
left for Angeles, which was at that time 
the extreme northern point reached by our 
troops. While there we were quartered In 
Bamboo huts. 

On the morning of Nav. 4 Companies G 
and H were detalled for outpost duty, and 
we stood in the rain all day and night. The 
next morning the whole Thirty-sceond Reg!- 
ment was drawn up in battle formation. 

The general advance was made from An- 
geles in which the Seventeenth, Twelfth and 
Ninth Infantry, the Fourth Cavalry and 
Sixth Artillery, all regulars, and the Thirty- 
gecond United States Volunteers partici- 
pated. It was there that we reecived our 
baptism of fire, and, speaking for myself, 
I was scared. On Nov. 8 Capt. T. R. Hay- 
s0n, commanding Company H, was 4ap- 
pointed provost marshal and the company 
as provost guard. 

On the nights of the 2%th, @th and 27th 
Company H, under Maj. Spence and our 
captain, made forays into the country 
northwest of Angeles, and there made the 
first capture for the Thirty-second. We got 
20 rifles and revolvers and bolos, together 
with the ammunition for same, also a ma- 
jor and some privates of the insurgent 
army, who were brought to Angeles and 
confined. 

On Dec. 8 Gen. Fred D. Grant and staff, 
together with Col. L. A. Craig and staff of 
the Thirty-second, left Angeles with 2 
Picked men of Company H and the scouts 
of the regiment. These men were under the 
immediate comand of Capt. Hayson. The 
column left Angeles at 1:30 p. m. and started 
for Porac, a town to the southwest of An- 
gcles, and arrived there the same day. We 
left there that night, going through Santa 
Rita, Florida Blanca and Dinaluplijan. We 
had a small fight at each place as we were 
passing through. 

On the morning of Dec. 5 we left Dinalu- 
pijan for Hermosa and Oran!i, which were 
taken on the 5th and 6th respectively. Re- 
turning to Dinalupijan on the 7th and leav- 
ing the next mornig for Subig, we arrived 
at Alongapo on the llth and from there we 
went to Subig on gunboats. We arrived at 
Subig, or rather in the bay, Dec. 12. There 
we had to jump overboard in salt water up 
to our necks, and wade ashore, firing as we 
went, while the gunboats fired over our 
heads into the tawn. 

We remained in and around Subig from 
Dec. 12 to Jan® 20, having a skirmish with 
the enemy every few days. On Jan. 24 the 
rest of Company H, who were doing provost 
duty at Angeles, left for Orani. we doing 
likewise. The two forces joined at Oran! 
and left for the mountains, where we re- 
mained until Feb. 25, when we left for Her- 
mosa. Here we indulged in a much-needed 
rest. While stationed there we did almost 
nothing but eat, sleep and play ball—good 
old American baseball at that. 

On March 1l we were relieved by Company 
K and returned to Oran!, where we have 
been ever since. During the last six weeks 
the natives have been very active in this 
province, which {s garrisoned by the Thirty- 
second They have attacked Orion twice, 
and ambushed a detchment af Company B, 
which {s stationed, killing two men and 
wounding three others. Later they attacked 
Abucay and Samal, but attained no results. 

A party of Macabee scouts under Lieut. 
Densmore of our company surprised a party 
of insurgents near Orion. killing 10 men 
and capturing 34 funs, which signifies that 
@ great many more than 10 were hit. We 
Went te Abucay yesterday. The town was 
burned and attacked on the nichts of the 
2th and 27th of May. The insurgents lost 
elght killed and 15 known wounded, while 
the Americans were unhurt. Company F of 
the Thirty-second {s stationed at Abucay 
and thelr captain said that they were at- 
tacked from three sides, and it {s actually 
& miracle how they escaped unhurt, as they 
are quartered in wooden buildings and the 
natives shot at them for over three hours. 
We scouted the foothills on the west side of 
Abucay, but saw nothing. 

The natives cerfainly have nerve to enter 
@ town where American soldiers are quar- 
tered, for they are the poorest shots im- 
a@ginable with the cannon. They sprung a 
Surprise on us in their last attack. They 
used some bamboo cannon at Abucay. The 
Soys say that the balls sound like a lump 
of butter when ft goes through the air. 
These cannon are made of bamboo Wrapped 
with copper bands and some sort of weed 
or bark. I would rather stand in front of 
them than in betind, because they blow 
up about every third shot. We are to be 
mounted on horses pretty goon. That will be 
@ cinch.

Following is Harry Thompson's dally re- 
port of his trip from Dutch Harbor to Nome 
Citys 

ON SHIPBOARD, JUNE 13, 1900. 
HIS will give you the balance of my 
4 i trip from June 12 to my arrival at 
Nome City, I mailed from Dutoh Har- 
bor an account of our trip to that point. 
We are all well and have had an exception- 
ally nice trip. 

As we were leaving Dutch Harbor we 
ran around and had to lie there until 4 
p. m. for high tide, which enabled us to 
get off safely. 


JUNF 18. 

We are now anchored out a mile from the 

harbor, but expect to leave to-morrow. 
JUNPF 14 

We left the harbor for good at 10:30 p. m. 
and it was soon lost to sight. Weather !s 
quite damp and we expect to get some fog 
tonight. Later—The fog is settling around 
us and weshave the whistle going. 

JUNE 16, 

The fog has cleared and it !s going to be 
a fine day. The sea is so still that it {fs al- 
most like a sheet of glass& 

JUNE 16. 

This is another fine day. We sighted Nun- 
ivak Island at 10:15 a. m., but it was not 
long in sight. It is now cold and damp, as 
we are getting near the ice. 

JUNBE 17. 

We have been in the ice all day and it 
has been cold and damp. The ice is pretty 
well broken up, but still we have to pick 
our way. The steamer Sequeal is about @ 
mile ahead of us. 

JUNE 18. 

There is still lots of ice around us. The 
Sequeal took another course in the night 
and this morning is not In sight. We sighted 
land just before dinner and anchored a 
mile out from Nome after supper. There are 
32 vessels and a great many more to ar- 
rive. Some of the vessels here are only sail- 
ing ships and do not carry many passen- 
gers, if ariy, simply merchandise. We do 
not expect to get landed unt!l some time to- 
morrow. The shore, for what appears to be 
10 miles in length, is lined with tents and 
buildings, and [{s a sight to see as viewed 
from our ship as we look at it through 
glasses. I will add to this in the morning. 

JUNE 19. 

We are still on the boat. Uncle went 
ashore today to see about getting ground 
on which to pitch our tents and after a 
great deal of trouble succeeded. They have 
not yet commenced to work much here, but 
as soon as they get settled everybody will 
be hustling. The sun sets about 12:30 a. m. 
and rises about 2 a, m. It rises and sets al- 
most in the North and strikes me as some- 
what peculiar. 

JUNBD DW. 

I eet foot for the first time on 
Nome ground at 4 p. m. today. All one 
can see its tents, tents and tents. Uncle 
and I are the only ones of our party ashore 
and we have had lots to do. We are work- 
ing hard to get up our tents, so as to take 
care of the ladies. I watched our effects 
(personal baggage) until 8 a. m. Great ex- 
citement accompanied by anxiety and hard 
work, 


Well, 


JUNE 21. 

We have not yet been able to get our 
tents ashore, nor any of our freight. Have 
not had time to look any part of the town 
over. We are all weil. The ladies are stil) on 
board ship. 

JUNE 22. 

We are still on the laokout for our freight. 
Some of it has been landed and we have a 
hard tussel to get it away, as it is unloaded 
from the lighters. Teams get $10 per hour: 
ordinary labor, $1.60 per hour. I took a 
stroll down First avenue today. It is a great 
sight; wish you could have been with me. 
I cannot describe it on paper, except to re- 
peat, “tents, tents and tents!’’ There are 
a few frame and galvanized iron bulldings 
to relleve the monotony. 

JUNE 23. 

We are in possession of all of our freight 
except four boxes and are now on the look- 
out for these. Everybody doing about the 
same thing—looking for missing freight. 
Such a mess you never saw. I am sleeping 
and eating in George Shildon’s tent at pres- 
ent, as we are not yet permanently located. 

JUNE 24. 

This fs Sunday. The way they read the 
Bible here ts, “Six days shalt thou work 
and one day shall thou wash thy clothes.” 
So that ts what I have been doing today. 
We are not yet settled. but 
by Tuesday. The weather is 
still remain in goaod health. The greatest 
trouble I now experience jis One 
never knows when it fs time to go to bed 
It never gets so dark but what you ean 
read a newspaper !n vour tent at any time 
of day. I wat sun rise anil 
Bet and it Is a peculiar sight to me. It sets

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Sir Martin Conway and His Pres- 
ent Work in the Cordillera

mountains. He wll] go to Lake 
and his purpose is to make a triangulation 
and plane-table survey of the eastorn part 
of the Cordifera Real in Bolivia, such as 
he made of the western part of this range 
in 1898. 

The Cordillera Real its the backbone of 
Bolivia. To the east these great mountains 
fall very rapidly to a low, hilly country 
an@ the fertile valleys which send their 
waters to the Beni tributary of the Amazon, 
Conway saw very little of this side of the 
range during his work in 1898, and it is 
thither he is now returning. 

There isa no more fruitful fiel4 of explora- 
tion than the Cordilleras of South Amer- 
joa, ard no man is better qualified to make 
additions of permanent value to our knowl- 
eige of these still unsurveyed mountain 
regiona than the explorer who won his well- 
deserved fame among the Himalayas and 
the Alps of Spitzbergen. 

There is now more room for the pioneer 
explorer in South America than in Central 
Africa. Fairly satisfactory exploration has 
been made along the great river courses, 
but immense areas, often densely clad with 
forest, which lie between the rivers are still 
almost unknown. Systematic exploration 
remains to be made of nearly the whole 
range of the Andes. 

There are large opportunities for unoffi- 
cial explorers, who are ambitious to win 
laurels in geographical work, to carry out 
such excellent surveys as those made by 
Whymper in the region of the Chimborazo 
and by Conway on the west side of the Cor- 
dillera Real. 

Though so much remains to be done, the 
exploration of the Andes has been rapidly 
advancing in the past few years. One re- 
sult of the long dispute between Chili and 
Argentina, now happily settled, has givon 
the greatest satisfaction to geographe:s. 

No mountain exploration and surveys out- 
side of Europe and the parts of our own 
Cordilleras mapped by the geologtcal e#ur- 
vey have been more thorough than that 
which Chili and Argentina carried on In the 
seven years ending in 1898. The resulting 
maps of the Andean region between Cape 
Horn and the thirty-ninth parallel are 
modeled on accurate surveying and minute 
information. They have clearly revcaled a 
wholly unknown region and have made the 
best map sheets of those parts of South 


Africa, published five years ago, valueless 
in the light of the later discoveries. 

Don Francisco Moreno, the snost active 
fagent in this work, explored the castern 
slopes of the Patagonian Andes, discovered 
numerous Alpine lakes, and surveyed the 
lofty region of the Puna of Ataca:na. 

Second only in importance to these sur- 
veys in the southern Cordilleras are the ex- 
plorations of the three survey parties of 
our intercontinental railway commission 
which accomplished a large amount of val- 
uable geographical work between 1890 and 
1898 from the northern part of Central 
America to Lake Titicaca. Its maps and 
profiles, over 800 in number, published in 
sumptuous etyle Dy our government, are 
not tracings of other maps, but original 
productions, end contain a great deal of new 
material with which to improve the map- 
ping of the western part of South America, 

These larger labors have been supple- 
mented to an important extent by Carl Sap- 


per’s years of exploration among the moun- 
tains of Central America and the work of 
Stubel, Peter and Dr. Wolf in the high- 
lands of Ecuador. If the work of the next 
ten years is as rich in results as that of 
the past decade there is no doubt the in- 
tricate mountain regions in Central and 
South America will become very well 
known, 

Conway has already shown ‘in South 
America, as well as in the Himalayas and 
Spitzbergen, how much may be done by a 
single keen and instructed observer.

American, English, German and 
French Explorers Who Have 
Viewed China. 


OTWITHBSTANDING the magnitude 
of the obstacles that have always 
existed to travel In China, it is re- 

markable how many scientific explorers 
have traversed the length and breadth of 


the country since the early part of the cen- 
tury. 

As far back as 1816 English explorers Bbe- 
gan thetr work itn southern China, for In 
that year Amhefst made a journey along 
the banks of the Peklang, one of the north- 
ern tributaries of the Siklang, sometimes 
called the River of Canton; but Macartney 
had already done valuable work up the 
Same stream in 1793. It was not, however, 
until the early part of the second half of 
the century—in the '60s—that systematic ex- 
ploration of that part of China was under- 
taken. During that decade the southwest- 
ern and southern provinces were regularly 
quartered out by English explorers, con- 
spicuous among whom were Oxenham, 
Dickson, Garnier, Bickmore and Cooper, 
Laree, a French traveler, tn 1867 made @ 
journey into Yunnan from Siam. 


But {t was In the seventh and the follew- 
ing decades that the exploration of China 
was developed on a large scale and became 
international fn character, foreshadowing 
events that have since begun to materialize, 
In the "70s the English activity spread from 
the southern provinces ta the valley of the 
Yang-tse-Kiange.. Baber, Gill, McCarthy, 
Moss and others penetrated into some of 
the most exclusive provinces, and made 
valuable commercial and military observa- 
tions, 

While the British were thus working in 
the southern half of the country the Rus- 
sian Przjvalsky made his first journey inte 
the northern Thibet and Kansuh, 

Plias, who was believed to be traveling on 
behalf of the British government, made @ 
journey through Mongolla and Shansi in 
1872. 

The northern provinces were also trar 
ersed by Pevtsof, Sezech, Fritsche, a Germ 
man, and others during the same period, 

In the ’80s the activity became still greate 
er. Przjvalsky, Potanin and other Russians 
continued their examinations In the north- 
western provinces and the province of Chi 
Li, in which Pekin is situated. 

The British were equally active in the 
south. Bourne, Ford, Parker and others 
were going through the provinces of the 
Yang-tse-Kiang collecting data of a politi- 
cal and military nature, while Archibald 
little, who has done so much to develop 
the navigation af the Upper Yang-tse- 
Kiang, was making observations of great 
commercial) value. 

Archibald Colquhoun made, during the 
game period, a thorough and exhaustive 
survey of the provinoe of Yunnan from 
Burmah with a view to the construction of 
a railway, and continued his work from 


Yunnan down the Yukiang and Sikiang to - 


Canton. 

In the early part and middle of the pres- 
ent decade the exploring activity was in- 
tensified. In the north of Ohina and Mon- 
golia Russian and German military and 
eclentific men made minute and exhatus- 
tive etudies of the topography and mineral 
resources of the country. Rockh, Boborow- 
ski, Obrutchey, Potanin and Braam trav- 
ersed Kansuh, Shensi, Shansi, Chihi and 
Shantung in every direction, the last named 
aiso making extensive explorations in the 
provinces of Ganhwuy, Kiangsi and 
Kwangtung. The English explorations of 
the Upper Yangtse provinces also went on 
actively, and the French paid considerable 
attention to Yunnan and Sechuen in view 
of their intended ratiway to Yunnan-fu, the 
capital of the province, They also had ex- 
plorations made of the parts of the prov- 
inces of Kwangsi and Kwangtung which

From that time until I got to 
Dawson City my biography is ene contiInu- 
ous chronicle of the baffled hopes, impotent 
struggles and withered ambitions of a poor, 
toiling and unfortunate woman. But I be- 
lieved, amid my toil and poverty, ihat some 
day the wheel of chance would turn and 
that my chance would corne suddenly. 

“At 2 I was in the kitchen of the fam- 
fly of Luman W. Cowles at Dorchester, 
Mass. At 22 I married William Wixon, who 
had been a ship carpenter at Thomaston, 
Me., until the shipbuilding there declined, 
and he got a job in Dorchester. Then he wa6 
a porter at a hotel in Boston, until my hus- 
band’s brother in Grass Valley sent us $150 
toward our railroad fare there. 

“For three years my husband worked {In 
the Idaho gold mines at Grass Valley. He 
was nearly killed in a premature explosion 
of dynamite in the Idal mines and for 
weeks he was unable to work. We ‘@nt 


down to Sacramento, where ill-health kept. 


Mr. Wixon in bed in a part of an empty 
barn, which we rented for $1 a month as our 
summer home. 

‘When Mr. Wixon’s health returned he 
got a job as fireman on a steamboat from 
“Stockton, Cal., to San Francisco. A man 
who had a brother digging gold at Circle 
City, on the Yukon river in Alaska, used to 


tell my husband of how easily fortunes were | 


made in placer mining in Alaska. In a short 
time my husband was consumed with a wild 
desire to go to Alaska. 

“We sailed from San Francisco for St. 
Michaels, Alaska, in May, 189%. There were 
few men who went that way in those days, 
and fewer women. So we got our trans- 
portation to the mouth of the Yukon much 
cheaper than it is nowadays, otherwise we 
never could have made the voyage on our 
slender means. We reached Circle City, 
away up near the head waters of the 
Yukon, in August, 189, just as winter was 
setting in. We had just $43.75 in money, 
and about 200 pounds of ham, pork and 
codfish when we reached there. 

“Our cabin had but one room—about 
8x12 feet—with only one little window 
about a yard square. The walls were 
rough logs with bark on, and the spaces 
between them stopped with mud. Earth 
was piled up to the very roof, and the 
floor was hard packed dirt. No one knows, 
unless he has spent a winter in a hard-up, 
discouraged mining camp in the frozen 
north, what hardships and desolation mean. 
mean. 

“My poor husband was ailing all winter 
and was very ill with fever in April, 1596. 
The miners were goodness itself to us, but 
we could not nurse him back to health. He 
sank to his death and we buried him in the 
snow and ice until the season of thaw came, 
when he was given a grave in the Eskimo 
graveyard, 

“One day in August, 189, a Stick Indian 
came paddling down the Yukon river to Cir- 
cle City. He reported that several salmon 
fishermen had been digging pounds of gold 
daily from a stream further up the Yukon 
known as Kiondike Creek. 

“All that you have ever heard of gold- 
crazy miners was seen in Circle City that 
day. It was a cold, bleak day we started on 
the river. The women were given the best 
places on the boat, but we were al! «so 
packed in aboard the craft that none of us 
Was comfortable. When the boat reached 
the settlement that has since become Daw- 
gon City, with a population of over 20,000, 
the excited miners got ashore like a lot of 
madmen: 

“I went with Mr. and Mrs. John Gish. 
We set up a tent, and were resolved to take 
our gold hunting easier. The very next day 
& man came to our tent and said he had 
heard I was a cook and baker, and he want- 


ed me to run a boarding house for six men 
who were working at Joe Ladue’s lumber

His name is Robert or Robble Mc- 
Gowan and he lives at 1334 Fifteenth street. 
In the back yard of his premises is his 
“net farm,”’ which is one of the greatest 
curiosities and most interesting places in 
the city. Probably no other space of 40x40 
feet in the city earns more money. The 
McGowans, like the Japanese, believe in 
using ground for all what it is worth. 

The McGowan home !s a neat two-story 
frame which sits well back in the lot and 
has a brick walk at the side. Passing 
through a gate the “pet farm” is in full 
riew. In fact, it is crowded up to within 
ten feet of the rear porch. There are 
rows and rows of cages placed one on 
top of another; others are open at the end 
and protected by awnings from jpe fierce 
rays of the summer sun. In these cages 
are the smal] animals which Robert Mc- 
Gowan raises for pets and which find a 
ready sale all over the country. 


They are Belgian hares, ferrets, guinea 
pigs and cavies, Himalayan rabbits or sech- 
ets, silk and lop-eared rabbits, white rats 
and Maltese rabbits. 

It is 16 years since the father, E. W. Mc- 
Gowan. became interested in rabbits and 
kept them as pets. He learned a great deal 
of their habits and about their care, and he 
also found that rabbit culture and poultry 
raising brought in a nice addition to his in- 
come as a bakery salesman. 

Gradually the “‘pet farm” business grew, 
but it was not until the advent of young 
Robert that he could go Into !t as extensive- 
ly as he wished. When Robert was only 4a 
mere babe he was always in and among 
the rabbits and guinea pigs, and at 3 years 
of age knew everyone and could manage 
and handle them better than anyone else. 

He soon began to feed and water them 
regularly and now attends to the entire lot 
of small animals, which comprises 620 Bel- 
gian hares, a dozen ferrets, 600 guinea pigs, 
26 Himalayan or sacred rabbits, 4 lop-ears, 
20 silk or Angora rabbits, #0 white rats, & 
Maltese rabbits and 2% cavlies.

TEPHEN 8. MARCHAND, an Amert- 


can millionaire, is the possessor of 


the most beautiful bedchamber in the 
world. This immense apartment, (6x2 feet, 


is of elliptical form. The total tost was 
$978,700. 

The walls are paneled with elaPwrately 
carved enrichments in the style of Louis 
XV, the background is finished in white 
enamel and the carvings and moldings are 
gilt. 

Taking tnto consideration the form of the 
apartment and the difficulty and expense of 
adapting paneling and woodwork to a cham- 
ber of this shape, it is not surprising that 
$64,008) was the price for the walk and dado 
woodwork alone. 

The wall inside the panels Is hung with 
purple and gold Genoese velvet. This ma- 
terial being of rare color, exceptional qual- 
design, Was manufactured 
by a lyons firm at a cost of $38.75 a yard. 
Therefore wall hangings aione—there 
being twenty-elght panels in the room—cost 
Mr. Marchand something Iike $387.30 per 
panel, or $10,860 for the whole. The celiliing 
is elaborately carved and decorated by spe- 
lal artists from Paris, and cost $18,450 more. 
The curtains and curtain draperies are of 
the same material as the wall panels, and 
cost $920. This is exclusive of vitrage un- 
dercurtains at $1380 a pair. They were 
made by hand of the finest Brussels net, 
interwoven with silk. These, therefore, add- 
ed another $673 to the item of curtains. 
The carpet, a handsome, hand-tied purple 
Axminster, had to be specially dyed, and 
ran into $31.5 a yard. This for the whole 
bedchamber cost $720. But the chef- 
d'euvre of the whole apartment is undoubt- 
edly the bedstead and bedroom suite. The 
bedstead alone cost nearly $199,000. Of mas- 
sive ebony, with elaborate carvings of solid
